CUP COVERAGE 
WHAT A JOKE!

IT SEEMS the Australian Broadcasting 
Corporation (ABC) has learned little or nothing 
from Its last venture into World Cup telecasting 


in 1982. 


-In that year the ABC 
decided to screen only five 
live matches from Spain 
and was hammered from 
pillar to post by irate 
football enthusiasts ven- 
ting their displeasure at 
the poor coverage. 

In the end they repented 
to show an extra few live 
matches but it hardly 
quenched the unquench- 
able thirst of Australia’s 
Soccer viewers. 

Now we hear the ABC 
has decided to televise 
nine matches direct after, 
at first, it seemed likely 
we would get only five 
again — yet this still does 
not suffice - so Australia’s 
Soccer channel SBS 0/28 

“has once again come to the 
fore. 

Last week it was re- 
vealed that SBS and ABC 
officials met to discuss the 
nets to some World Cup 


games changing hands and 
great news has come from 
that meeting. 

SBS has been granted 
the rights to televise live a 
minimum of 17 games dur- 
ing the World Cup Finals 
in June from Mexico. 

Executives of the ABC 

and SBS completed the 
agreement even though 
Channel 2 has sole Au- 
stralian rights to the Cup 
coverage. 
Now it is certain we will 
be able to witness those 
artists from Brazil such as 
Zico, Socrates and Junior, 
the Italian artisans in 
Paolo Rossi, Bruno Conti 
and Antonio Cabrini, the 
West German aristocrats 
and the fabulous French 
side. 

And we will see for 
ourselves how good the 
much vaunted Danes are. 

With players like 
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ITALY’s brains-trust, ENZO BEARZOT manager (left)

Michael Laudrup, Soren

a real “Danish delight.” 


SBS’s live coverage will 
be restricted though. They 
will only be able to show 
the matches leading up to 
the quarter-finals. From 
there the ABC will take 
over. 

The ABC will kick-off 
the coverage of the Finals 
on the morning of Sunday, 
June 1... 6 a.m. to be 
exact with the Italy-Bul- 
garia match which is pre- 
ceded by the opening cere- 
mony in the Azteca 
Stadium. 

An ABC spokesperson 
told ASW bluntly: “The 
consensus at the ABC is 
that the World Cup Finals 
will not pick up ratings at 
all for the Channel. 

“The ABC Control- 
ler of Programmes de- 
cided to limit our coverage 
for that reason and for we 
have received many com- 
plaints from Soccer 
people.” 


The ABC representa- 
tive did not talk about 
costings and how these 
affected the decisions of 
the ABC but it is certain 
they had a lot to do with 
it. 

What was said was: 
“SBS have got some 
tights to show matches, 
but NOT live.” 

This is incorrect but 
someone at the ABC for- 
got to tell the staff. 

The most disturbing 
thing is that the ABC 
must have known what 
costs were involved prior 
to securing the rights for 
the Final series. They have 
paid for the rights but 
have been scared off by 
the extra costs of satellite 
usage. 

They simply were not 
prepared to pay and SBS 
now will get the ratings. 

The ABC had nothing 
to lose by giving SBS the 
tights and would have 
looked silly if they refused 
the SBS offer. 


Again, costs could not 
be given but obviously the 
price of the satellite, 
although big, was happily 
paid by the 0/28 people. 

The ABC would have 
had nothing on at such an 
early time in the morning 
and as for the World Cup 
not rating . . . . well we'll 
see. 

It is hard to say what 
other reasons the ABC 
might have had for not 
giving a decent coverage 
but some pnouene has been 
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given to the fact that 
Australia did not qualify 
and the interest wouldn’t 
be there — once again 
harking bark to the 
ratings. 

But when one sees some 
of the sports shown on 
television nowadays, it is 
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SBS COMES TO 
_ THE RESCUE 


easy to see why Soccer 
supporters get so infuri- 
ated around World Cup 
time. 

Sports like Ten Pin 
Bowling, Rowing, Darts 
and Lawn Bowls aren’t 
exactly the most invigorat- 
ing of sports to watch. 

SBS Soccer expert Les 
Murray told ASW, 
“Although we have 
assured the coverage of at 
least 17 matches we could 
end up with something 
like 21. This all depends of 
course on what matches 
are available. 

“But with two games 


on every morning at the 
very least we could 
accomodate two a day, but 
we certainly will show one 
game each morning.” 

He continued: “When 
we (SBS) met with the 
ABC executives they 
made it pretty clear to us 
that apart from the match- 
es they were going to 
televise live, we could 
have any of the others we 
wanted. 

“We at SBS are very 
much aware that the Au- 
stralian TV Soccer viewer 
wants a ‘European’ style 
coverage of the World 


Cup and when the ABC 
were not able to provide 
it, we were most willing to 
do so.” 

SBS will begin its cover 
of the World Cup on June 
2 at 4.am Sydney time 
with the Spain vs Brazil 
match. 

Included in their defi- 
nite package are some 
great clashes such as Italy- 
Argentina, Portugal-Eng- 
land, Scotland-Denmark, 
Hungary-France, West

A 21-year-old midfiel- 
der Adrian Eduardo Janin 
is also from Huracan. 


Club president, Tony 
Labbozzetta said, “The 
player we did not sign was 
a 28-year-old, Antonio 


Omar Zinna, who hails 
from Huracan also and 
has played for Estudiantes. 


“As for the signing-on 
fees, they are something 
of a delicate nature as 
usual. Concerning the 
players’ arrival, we hope 
optimistically that they 
will be here in the next 
fortnight. All efforts will 
be made to get them here 
for our next home match 
against Inter Monaro on 
May 4.” 


With David Lowe and 
company in such explosive 
form the acquisition of 
these reputedley skilful 
players should really help 
Marconi push for honours. 
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WHAT’S IN A NAME? That’s what the 
bard once asked. Were he alive today, he 
might again put the question after looking 
at a list of matches in the NSW Soccer 
Federation’s programme. 

It’s bad enough in the major competition, the 
first division of the State League. 

There we have teams like Avala, Uruguay 
Auburn, Polonia, Rockdale linden, Melita Eagles 
and Wollongong Macedonia. 

But when we survey names of teams in the 
lower divisions, the situation assumes farcical 
proportions. 

Take a peep at some of these:- 

Granville Chile, Fairfield Kiev, Nineveh Eagles, 
Chile Sports, Transandinos Sports, Colo Colo, 
Petersham Lusitanos, Argentinian Lid, Abruzzi, 
Macedonia Yagoona, King Tomislav, Rangers 
Hajduk, Hellas Poseidon, Santiago Wanderers 
and Calabria. 

Such names may have nostalgic appeal for 
the various migrant communities in New South 
Wales but do Soccer’s administrators ever 
. think of the effect all those foreign names are 
having on Australian-born Soccer people? 

We have to suffer plenty from the Rugby 
League, Rugby Union and Aussie Rules folks - 
including the regular taunt that Soccer is a 
“Wog Game” whatever that Is supposed to 
mean. 

Yet we give people in the other codes ample 
ammunition to. hurl in our direction with the 
constant, and seemingly increasing, use of 
forelgn club names. 

Itis akin to a bloodless invasion when a team 
of some tradition like Auburn changes its name 
to Uruguay Auburn. 

And Is it really essential for a Hurstville team 
to be called Hurtsville Zagreb? 

Australia is supposed to be an English- 
speaking country. There is no cause for the 
English-speaking people here. . about 90 per 
cent of the population. . .to be saddled with this 
vast array of foreign club names. 

Everyone interested in Soccer's future in 
_Australia must be concerned about the way the 
game is being held back by the over-emphasis 
on ethnic involvement. 

In this country, sporting people like to be 
identified with their local districts - whether in 
cricket, the football codes or even hockey or 
water polo. 

Only in Soccer, the greatest game of all, is it 
difficult for them to enjoy district identification. 

Imagine the situation if a promising teenage 
cricketer happened to be asked by a mate 
what club he played for. Imagine if he 
answered:“I play for Macedonia Eagles!” 

It just couldn’t happen. The people who run 
cricket in this State would not allow it to 
happen. : 

Perhaps the time Is right for John Constan- 
tine, president of the NSW Soccer Federation, 
to step In and sort out the foreign names 
nonsense. 

The State president is a man of considerable 
vision with a passionate desire to see Soccer 
move ahead in this country. 

tHe might also be described as a protege of 
Sir Arthur George, the president of the Austra- 


attempted to “‘Austrailanise” the game here. 

Should Constantine attempt to lessen Soc- 
cer’s unwanted and even damaging ethnic 
Image, we are sure he will receive strong 
backing from Sir Arthur. Se 

People have often cialmed that too much 
made of the club names issue in Soccer and 
they claim It really doesn’t matter what name a 
team plays under. 

They are 100 per cent wrong. Names are 
extremely Important. 

But wouldn’t it be nice if they decided to 
feave their foreign club names where they 
belong - in their former homeland. 


if this does not happen, and soon, we can 
forget all about Soccer’s aspirations to be- 
come the number one code of football in 
Australia. 


It Soccer is doomed to remain a minor sport 
in Australia, we are paying too high a price 
simply to Indulge in a nostalgic European or 
South American whim.

The battle for midfield- 
supremacy saw tempers 
flare with six yellow cards 
handed out by Newcastle 
referee Jim Reeves to Ras- 
kopoulos, Moffit, 
Stevenson, Stewart Porter, 
Phillips and Andrew 
Koczka. 

Eight minutes after the 
break, St George levelled 
through a penalty for 
“hand-ball” by Olympic’s 
giant free-back, Tony 
Dakos. _Ratcliffe’s first 
hit from the spot was only 
parried by goalkeeper 
Gary Meier allowing 
Ratcliffe to slam home 
the rebound to equalise. 

But just two minutes 
later, Olympic went ahead 
with their second goal 
which the ever-reliable 
goalscoring midfielder, 
Stewart Johnstone, 
nailedhome after meeting 
a neat cross from Rasko- 
poulos on the right. 

Just as Olympic thought 
that surely now they had 
the game in the bag, St 
George’s ‘“‘Man of the 
Match” David Skeen 
busted Olympic’s offside 
trap in the 63rd minute. 

Skeen who caught the 
entire Olympic back-four 
square, scooted off for the 
box, clipped a neat short 
cross to supply Koczka 
with a point-blank header 
on the back stick that 
crashed into Meier's net. 

A relieved Arok sighed 
in the dressing after the 
match: “Both Lampro- 
poulos and Fletcher sig- 
nings were a plus for us. It 
was a good overall team 
effort that gained us the 
valuable League point.” 


Best performers were 
Skeen, Moffit and Koczka 
for the visitors whilst 
Olympic was best served 
by Johnstone, Mike 
Coady and Kalantzis.

ARGENTINA LOOK TO MAKE UP LOST 
GROUND BUT IT’S AN UPHILL BATTLE 
FOR COACH BILARDO AND HIS MEN 


ARGENTINA one of the powers of world football has failed to qualify for only one of the 
last eight World Cup finals — in Mexico in 1970. In May it will be trying to make up for that 


blemish on its record. 


But coach Carlos 
Bilardo knows that 
although his team goes to 
Mexico as one of the 
favourites to win the 
trophy, he is facing an 
uphill battle to find the 
right formula. 

It is now eight years 
since Argentina, playing at 
home, won the World 
Cup for the first time, and 
since then its Soccer for- 
tunes have declined. 

It performed without 
distinction in Spain in 
1982, and Bilardo is an- 
xious that the team gives a 
better account of itself this 
time around. 

He has been criticised 
for changing the team, but 
he says he knows exactly 
what he is doing. 

“T know there are seven, 
eight, or nine players that 
make up the core of the 
team,” he said recently. 

“T change one or two 
depending on who we are 
playing.” 

This strategy of chang- 
ing players according to 
the opposing team, has 
produced press criticism as 
well as confusion and un- 
certainty in the squad. 

But one man bound to 
be in the starting line-up, 
if he is fully fit, is Diego 
Maradona, transferred 
twice for a world record 
fee in the last four years. 

Now playing in Italy 
with Napoli, the curly- 
haired thick-thighed 
attacking midfielder has 
matured in the four years 
since Spain when he was 
sent off against Brazil. 

If he blooms in Mexico, 
Argentina could indeed go 
all the way and win the 
final. 

The’ general mood 
among Bilardo’s critics is 
that Maradona’s outstand- 
ing skills are the only way 
Argentina will win the 
Cup. 

“An Argentine victory 
will depend on the indi- 
vidual brilliance of the 
stars, not the planned team 
strategy,” one newspaper 
reported. 

In Argentina, there is 
no middle ground when it 
comes to national Soccer 
coach Carlos Bilardo. 
You either love him or 
hate him. 

A 44-year-old physician, 
Bilardo says defeat in the 
World Cup finals in Mex- 
ico would be his entire 
responsibility — like that 
of a doctor in a hospital. 

His critics say Bilardo 
is so intent on winning at 
all costs that he ruins the 
fun of the attacking game 
Argentines love to watch: 
instead he sticks to a cau- 
tious, low-scoring defen- 
sive style. 

He tends to pull the 
strikers back to the defen- 
sive midfield instead of 
pushing them forward. He 
prefers a cautious build-up 
to a flowing one. 

Oreste Omar Corbatta, 
one of the all time great 
Argentine wings, com- 
plains that Bilardo 
smothers the players with 
“too many ideas.” 

“The main thing for me 
is the result,” Bilardo once 
said. “I stick to this princi- 
ple, and time will show 
Tm right.”

He built the Colombian

But this summer, he 
is capable of proving what 
many people were saying, 
wrongly as it turned out, 
four years ago — that 
Maradona is the best play- 
er in the world. 

His skills are almost 
unbelievable and his 
talents prodigious. He can 
score superb goals from 
almost anywhere in his 
opponents’ half — and can 
make goals too. 

Now, at 25, he is at the 
peak of his considerable 
physical powers. His shock 
of curly hair and his 
powerful, thick, thighs, 
make him a player to spot 
on the field before he has 
even kicked a ball. When 
he’s in full flow, there is 
no-one to touch him. 

Maradona, then 21, 
went to the World Cup 
finals in Spain in 1982 ina 


blaze of publicity and was 
expected to do wonders 
for a fading Argentine 
team that had won the 
Cup four years previously.’ 
He did not have a 
successful tournament. He 
was savagely marked, man 
to man. Belgium put four 
defenders on him when 
they met Argentina. He 
did not have the technique 
or experience to shake that 
defence and his frustration 
eventually boiled over 
when he was sent off in 
Argentina’s final match, a 
scrappy 3-1 defeat against 
Brazil, for kicking an 
Opponent in the stomach. 
But since then he has 
matured. Two relatively 
successful but unhappy 
years at Barcelona in 
Spain have been followed 
by two years in Italy with 
Napoli where he is revered 
by the locals as a saint. 


He has in the main, kept 
his temper unde control 
and learned to play with 
his team. If things started 
well in Mexico as they 
should do, with South 


Korea being Argentina’s 
first opponents, Maradona 
could fulfil his vast poten- 
tial.

His career began with 
Argentinos Juniors when 
he was only 16 years old. 
After five years there he 
moved to Boca Juniors 
and guided them to the 
Argentine championship 
in 1981. 

The following year 
Barcelona paid a world 
record $10,000,000 trans- 
fer fee that was divided 
between Boca Juniors and 
Argentinos Juniors. 

As a player, perhaps the 
only drawback is his sus- 
ceptibility to injuries by 
tuthless defenders. 

Maradona’s left leg was 
broken once, and so far he 
has not accepted medical 
advice to have an opera- 
tion on his weak left knee. 
The first tough defender 
in Mexico who can catch 
Maradona may determine 
Argentina’s fate in the 
1986 World Cup. 

Daniel Passarella is one 
of the few men who have 
known the supreme mo- 
ment in Soccer — receiv- 
ing the World Cup as 
captain of the winning 
team. 

The crowning moment 
of his career came eight 
years ago when Argentina, 
after years of disappoint- 
ment, finally won the Cup 
for the first time at home 
in Buenos Aires. Now 
eight years on, and aged 
33, Passarella will be com- 


peting in his third and 
probably last World Cu 
tournament. . 

Although not quite as 
nimble as he was a few 
years ago, Passarella is 
still just as much a threat 
in attack as he is as sweep- 
er in defence. 

It was he who scored 
the final goal, with eight 
minutes left to play, in 
Argentina’s qualifying 
game against Peru last 
year that enabled Argenti- 
na to scrape into the 
World Cup finals in Mex- 
ico with a 2-2 draw. 

On April 6, 1986 Pas-- 
sarella scored his 30th goal 
in League play in Italy, 
where he is captain of 
Fiorentina’s team, thereby 
equalling the League re- 
cord for goals scored by a 
defender. 

Passarella began his 
career with Sarmiento, a 
second division team in 
Argentina. He then played 
for River Plate for 10 
years, before moving to 
Fiorentina after the 1982 
World Cup in Spain. 

Although he has had a 
successful four years in 
Italy, Passarella has not 
been without his troubles. 
Many believe there is 


bad blood between hi 
and Argentine coach Car- 
los Bilardo because of 
Passarella’s close associa- 
tion with former coach 
Cesar Luis Menotti. He 
threatened to withdraw 
from the squad if he was 
not guaranteed a place in 
the team and fell out with 
Bilardo for several 
months, but the rift now 
seems healed, publicly at 
least. 

Late last year there 
were fears that Passarella 
needed an operation on his 
tight knee to relieve chro- 
nic pain, but doctors con- 
cluded after an examina- 
tion that surgery was un- 
necessary. 

He has also had a diffi- 
cult time with his club 
since the turn of the year, 
and has decided to leave 
Fiorentina. Italian press 
reports have linked Pas- 
sarella with a move to 
Internationale, but he 
could stay in Latin Amer- 
ica after the World Cup 
finals to end his career 
with a team nearer to 
home. 

Passarella is a specialist 
from free kicks, and is 
agile and mobile about the 
field. He is capable of 
stealing upfield, unmarked 
and scoring vital goals, 
and is elegant, if some- 
times a little bit too 
robust. 
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ADELAIDE Hellas mid- 
flelder Chris Manou 
appears doomed to 
another season of 
being In the “red.” 

The giant missed the 
first match of the NSL 
because he was sent 
off In a State League 
match. 

At one stage last 
season coach Nell 
McGachey made a 
public plea, through the 
media, for referees to 
“get off the big man’s 
back.” 

Manou could be a 
match-winning ball- 
getter for the club, but 
if he can’t avoid the 
wrath of refs, he is 
facing another 
frustrating season. 


SYDNEY OLYMPIC 
at a press function held 
at a Coogee restaurant, 
announced their major 
sponsor for 1986.

A LITTLE over a 
month till ‘“‘the 
greatest show on 
earth” kicks off in 
Mexico and your 
guess is as good as 
anyone’s who will 
take out the 13th 
World Championship. 

The World Cup itself, 
and for that matter the 
World Youth Cup, has 
been the most traditional 
of championships. 

Only six nations have 
ever won the World Cup 
— Italy, Brazil, West Ger- 
many, Uruguay, England 
and Argentina. 

With both England and 
Argentina winning it at 
home, both in somewhat 
questionable circumst- 
ances, it is fair to say four 
nations have dominated 
the World Cup. 

“Even at youth level, 
since the WYC became 
the official World Cup in 
Australia in 1981, again, 
only two nations have 
won it and again they are 
from the traditional win- 


ners — West Germany 
(1981) Brazil (1983 and 
1985). 


So the Brazil’s, Italy’s, 
Uruguay’s and West Ger- 
many’s earn most points 
towards favouritism. 

Still in the most open 
World Cup on record with 
sO many outstanding 
teams, the winner could 
well come out of the 
clouds, as Italy did in 1982, 
to grab the title. 

FIFA itself gives a one 
line preview to the final- 
ists in this manner:—

ANGRY QSF 


OFFICIALS 


CLAIMS by the National League that Queens- 
land’s annual clash with NSW “is nothing more 
than a friendly match” have angered QSF 


officials. 


The down grading of 
the match was made by 
NSL executive Mr Tony 
Labbozzetta last week as a 


furore developed over: 


whether NSL clubs would 
release their players for 
the proposed May 11 
game. 

The matter was to be 
discussed at last weekend’s 
ASF executive meeting 
but QSF president Ian 
Brusasco and NSWSF’s 
John Constantine had no 
doubts the May 11 plans 
would get the green light. 

That means the NSL 
fixture list on that day 
will have to be altered, or 
postponed — or worse 
still, clubs will have to go 
ahead with matches minus 
their top players. 

But the Queensland 
Soccer Federation is claim- 
ing the NSL has only itself 
to blame. 

“This is not a friendly 
match.- It is an important 
part of the Australian 
team selection,” Brusasco 
said. 

“The match gives 
Queensland players a 
chance to bid for national 
selection, while it also pro- 
vides an opportunity for 
the national coach to test 
other players in a higher 
grade of football. 

“Let’s not forget that it 
was after last year’s inter- 
state clash that Frank 
Arok called Gerry Gomez 
and Graham Arnold into 
his squad.” 

QSF secretary Alan 
Vessey is quick to point 
out that the National 
League was given ample 
warning of the clash, 
which is now in its fourth 
year. 

“An official letter of 
invitation was sent to the 
NSW Soccer Federation 
and confirmation of their 
acceptance was received 
on November 27 last year. 
Three days later the Natio- 
nal League was told the 
match was on and advised 
quite clearly of the May 11 
date and the necessity to 
call on players from NSL 
clubs,” he said. 

The NSL in fact ack- 
nowledged that letter 
when it released its origi- 
nal 1986 draw. The derby 
between Brisbane City 
and Lions was scheduled 
on May 11, therefore 
allowing for a simple de- 
ferment, enabling the 
game to be played in Bris- 
bane mid-week. 

But the NSL switched 
its draw and now Lions 
are expected to travel to 
Melbourne on May 11 to 
play Sunshine George 
Cross. Yet the club has 
nine players in the 
Queensland squad. 

The potential problems 
in Sydney are even 
greater. 

The match of the day in 
the Northern Division on 
May 11 is a Barton Park 


clash between St George 
and Marconi. Those clubs 
could quite reasonably ex- 
pect Dave Ratcliffe, Terry 
Greedy, Rod Brown, 
David Lowe and Peter 
Tredinnick to be named in 
Alan Vest’s NSW squad. 

Would Frank Arok or 
Les Scheinflug care to go 
in the game without those 
players? 

But both state federa- 
tions are adament the 
game will go on, at full 
strength, and its up to the 
NSL to accommodate it.

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John Constantine 
already has given the QSF 
an assurance that nothing 
but a full strength Blues 
side will come north. 

“As a matter of purpose 
and pride, NSW does not 
play anyone or anywhere 
unless we field the 
strongest side possible,” he 
said. 

The match is a costly 
exercise for the QSF and it 
depends on Socceroo stars 
in the Blues side to help 
draw a big gate and recoup 
expenses. 

“Queensland led the 
other state federations in 
pioneering a return to in- 
terstate football four years 
ago. We have staged this 
match every year since and 
we are not about to be 
stopped this year by the 
National League,” Brusas- 
co said. 

“This game is vitally 
important in firstly letting 
our young players see Soc- 
ceroos like John Kosmina, 
Frank Farina and David 
Ratcliffe and also giving 
our players like Danny 
Wright and Russell Ste- 
wart the chance to make 
national team claims.” 

For the record, NSW 
has won two of the past 
three clashes, 3-1 (1985) 
and 2-0 (1984). Queensland 
won the match in 1983, 
3-1, ironically when NSW 
fielded a side largely of 
State League players. 


“That point alone S 


proves how serious we 
are,” Brusasco said. 

“We could agree to a 
second string NSW side 
coming to Perry Park so 
we would have a better 
chance of winning the 
clash. But you can’t fool 
people like that. 

“Both states have a 
commitment to themselves 
and Australian Soccer to 
put the best 11 players on 
the park possible.”

I have my doubts. We 
are spread too far and 
wide and just do not have 
the finance to employ a 
proper national coach who 
can see players performing 
in a game-by-game situa- 
tion with their clubs — 
and not just in a short 
period of two weeks com- 
peting in a strange in- 
vironment. 


Having been embroiled 
in some of the con- 
troveries in the last few 
weeks, my only comment 
is that I am amazed at how 
intractible people can be. 

I have doubts as to 
whether they really have 


any idea of what it is like 
to be a player and I think 
some should think hard 
about whether they really 
are in it for the game of 
Soccer (ie. the players). 


A startling facet of the 
matter has been how peo- 
ple have decided to “tell 
all” to the media, present- 
ing sometimes distorted 
information — ‘and this 
from people who are en- 
trusted to run women’s 
Soccer in this country. 


I have always thought 
that mediation is much 
more advantageous than 
confrontation.
